Declaring that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission's order increas- 
ing railroad class freight rates 10 
per cent in the East and reducing 
them a like amount in the South 
and West was unsupported by evi- 
dence that previous tariffs were un- 
equal and unlawful, 10 northeastern 
states petitioned the ICC to recon- 
sider its action. 

Applying only to so-called class 
rates on articles on which volume 
is not sufficient to command a com- 
modity tariff, the new rates effec- 
tive August 80 are designed to 
eliminate freight differences work- 
ing tothe advantage of the highly 
industrialized East. Only 10 per 
cent of all freight moves under class 
rates, however,:and southern inter-

Supplies Up 

Despite the fact that the 635,998,- 
000. potinds of meat supplies in cold 
storage on July 1 were at the highest 
level since last September, civilians 
vere not expected to benefit because 
a large percentage of the stocks are 
earmarked for the army, 

Supplies of other foods were 
Spotty, with butter holdings abnor- 
mally heavy and stocks of frozen 
arid shell eggs up, while dried egg 
and poultry inventories were down, 

Beef registered the largest gain in 
meat stipplies, standing at 261,373,- 
000 poiinds, with pork also showing 
an incréase at 330,524,000 ponds. 
Lamb and mutton stocks were up 
fo 17,903,000 pounds and lard 62,430,- 
600 potinds. 

As of the first of the month, public 
Warehotisé fréezer occupancy stood 
at 73 per cént of capacity, with gains 
iti canned fruits and vegetables, fish, 
cheese, shell eggs and satisage 
largely offset by a heavy sutrriove- 
iment of apples, pears, dried eggs 
and cannéd méat.

Radar Saved Britain— 
Will Remodel Industry 


Electronics Proves of Great Value to Amer- 
ican Air and Naval Forces 
During Present War.

Radar Will Soon Be 
Industries’ Marvel 


_ As I said, we knew the Germans 
had been working on such a device 
early in the war. This is how radar 
was born in this country: 

Back in 1932 two scientists ob- 
served that something happened 
to a radio wave when it hit the wide 
side of a building and also when a 
ship went. across its path.

A phenomena of the situation 
js the request of the German 
communists, that element of 
the German people who suf- 
fered most from the wrath of 
Hitler, and who would be e@x- 
pected to accept Russian ideolo- 
gies. They ask for the establish- 
ment of a private enterprise 
system with a profit motive. 
That is American democracy, 
fot Russian communism. Will 
they get that in the Russian-oc- 
cupied zone? Time, only, can 
answer, 

Today the commanders of those 
Allied armies trust practically no 
German in Germany. There are 
none to whom they are willing to 
~Pass-uncontrolled civilian authority. 
How many months or years will 
bass. before those G.I. Joes can be 
telieved of their police posts? How 
long before those army orders give 
way to laws enacted by the German 
“people? How long before those Al- 
lied officers are replaced by civil- 
ian judges? Again time, only, can 
answer, 

For Germany the road to the 
future will be Jong and hard: It * 
means a re-education of the peo- 
ple, starting particularly with 
the small children. It means 
the implanting of new ideals, the 
creation of a desire for a differ- 
ent way of life, It means the 
obliteration of the “might niakes 
right" theory, that hos been a 
basic principle of Germany. 

With four different types of teach- 
ers, with a curriculum fixed by four 
differing ideologies, can a unified 
Germany be the final result? Time, 
only, can answer, In the meantime, 
the G.I. Joes of four nations will 
continue as the corner policeman.
